20,000 Answer Curtin Questionnaire 


A vast majority of the people 
in Bucks and Lehigh Counties, 
Pennsylvania’s eighth 
Congres­ 
sional district, believe that Feder­ 
al aid to education should apply 
only to public schools, according 
to a survey by the district’s rep­ 
resentative, Willard S. Curtin, (R.) 
Eighty-six per cent of the more 
than 20,000 persons who answered 
a questionnaire Curtin sent to 
them by mail stated that in their 
opinions Federal funds should not 
go to privately supported schools 
while 14 per cent had the opposite 
view. 
Sixty-seven per cent opposed the 
use of Federal money for teach­ 
ers’ salaries, with 33 per cent in 
favor, while opinion divided almost 
equally on applying such funds 
to classroom construction and 
scholarships. In favor (rf construc­ 


tion were 51 per cent, with 49 op­ 
posed, and on scholarships the 
answers revealed 52 per cent in 
favor, 48 opposed. 
100,000 Questionnaires 
Curtin 
sent 
out 
more 
than 
100,000 of the questionnaires, one 
to each family in the district. It 
was the fourth public opinion poll 
he has taken on questions before 
Congress and this year’s included 
such topics as admission of Red 
China to the United Nations, re­ 
peal of the excise tax on telephone 
calls, loans to nations behind the 
Iron Curtain, foreign policy, mini­ 
mum wages and medical care for 
the aged. 
“The response came to more 
than 20 per cent, which is a 
quite remarkable show of in­ 
terest,’’ Curtin said. “It is renew­ 
ed evidence that the citizens of 


Lehigh and Bucks Counties have 
a more than ordinary interest in 
the affairs of their government.’’ 
Additional replies still are com­ 
ing in, he said. 
Compile Answers 
Curtin’s staff in his three offices, 
in Washington, Morrisville and 
Allentown, compiled the answers 
through the use of IBM cards and 
machines. A separate card was 
punched for each answer. 
The answers showed that 73 
per cent of the people opposed 
admitting Red China to the U.N., 
27 per cent favored it. The tax 
on telephone calls should be re­ 
pealed, 68 per cent believed. 
Loans to Poland and other “sat­ 
ellite’’ nations were opposed by 
84 per cent, favored by 16 per 
cent. 


‘Great Tiling 
I’m Grateful 


Many individuals took the 
time to add personal com­ 
ments at the close of their 
questionnaire returns, thank­ 
ing Rep. Curtin for giving 
them the opportunity to ex­ 
press their views. 
“This is a great thing, and 
I am grateful for the chance 
to say what I think,” was a 
typical comment. 
“Thanks for making 
me 
think about these serious ques­ 
tions,’’ said another comment. 
“My wife and I simply don’t 
agree,’* said another. “Send 
her another questionnaire." 


The minimum wage level should 
be raised to $1.25 per hour, ac­ 
cording to the opinions of 63 per 
cent, while 38 per cent favored 
keeping it at one dollar. Congress 
recently has approved legislation 
that will raise the figure to $125 
by next year. 
We should send troops to the 
Congo if necessary, in the opinions 
of 58 per cent, keep them out ac­ 
cording to 42 per cent. 


A majority of 60 per cent fav­ 
ored health insurance for the aged 
financed by increased Social Se­ 
curity taxes, with 40 per cent op­ 
posed. Fifty-six per cent said they 
were against the idea of using 
Federal money for grants to fi­ 
nance nursing home construction, 
improved nursing home and home 
nursing facilities, with 44 per cent 
in favor. Federal scholarships for 


talented medical and dental stu­ 
dents — proposed by President 
Kennedy in his special message to 
Congress on health and hospital 
care — was favored by 55 per 
cent, with 45 per cent opposed. 
Evenly Divided 
Grants for construction and ex­ 
panding medical and dental school 
facilities found public opinion di­ 
vided exactly even — 50 per cent 
for and 50 per cent against. 
The administration proposal to 
spend some $389 million over a 
four-year period for economically 
depressed areas was opposed by 
56 per cent. 
Twelve per cen! 
thought $389 million is “too little.’’ 
another 17 per cent felt that $389 
million is “adequate" and 15 per 
cent that it is too much. 
Approximately 73 per cent fav­ 
ored raising the minimum month

Those answering the question­ 
naire approved by a majority of 
82 per cent with 18 per cent 
opposed, a resolution introduced

roads in New Jersey. 
The Commonwealth, itself, is re 
sponsible for more than 42,000 
miles of highways in 67 counties 
which is more than all of the state 
roads in New England and New 
York State combined. The pre­ 
sent appropriation for the county 
is one of the largest in history to 
match the unprecedented damage 
created by the recent savage win 
ter.

The routine general mainten 
ance program for Bucks County 
for the period from May to De­ 
cember 19fil carried a price tag 
of $350,000.00 This was inade­ 
quate in money, equipment and 
manpower. 
An additional appropriation of 
$240,000.00 was then provided for 
resurfacing 
by 
Bucks 
County 
sources including machine paving. 
The rapidly accumulating evi­ 
dence of severe winter damage 
prompted a third appropriation of 
$237,000.00 for 
shoulder 
work, 
guard fences, cutting and drain­ 
age and large patches. The county 
state highway office was also au­ 
thorized to rent sufficient equip­ 
ment to meet the needs and hire 
74 additional men.
